REGARDING SCRIP. 
In the house of commons on the 4th, Mr. 
Sifton, minister of interior, stated that 
under a proposed amendment to the Do- 
minion Lands Act the sale of scrip to brokers 
would be made as difficult as possible. In- 
stead of the scrip being payable to bearer it 
would be only transferable by the Indian to 
whom it was issued, who would have to 
execute a legal document to be furnished by 

the department. It was easy to ger a 
Indian vo sell his scrip for a few dollars, 
but very difficult to get him to sign any- 
thing. There were about 3,000 Indians en- 

titled to receive scrip.

At the lake a large amount of scrip was 
bought. The intention of the gullininaes 
and commissioners had been to issue the 
scrip surrounded by as many precautions 
against its transfer as possible. and to make 
it necessary to execute an assignment be- 
fore the scrip could be registered. For 
scrip in this form the buyers refused to pay 
more than $30 or $40, and the Half-breeds. 
therefore, promptly refused to accept it 
unless it was made payable to bearer and 
readily transferable. Messrs. Walker and 
Cote, after looking the matter up and con. 
sulting with'the treaty commiesioners, de- 
cided that they had authority to alter the 
scrip and make it payable to bearer, which 
they did. This was acceptable to the 
Half-breeds and the scrip was issued and 
sold for from $80 to $105. This was cash 
scrip The policy of surrounding the scrip 
with all possible precautions, and making it 
difficult to negotiate—with a view to pro- 
tecting the Half-breed grantee—‘s having 
exactly the opposite effect. The more diffi- 
cult it is to handle and the more chances 
the purchaser has to take, the less, natur- 
ally, will he offer for it. For this reason 
land scrip, the transfer of which is rendered 
difficult by the tecbnicel formalities with 
which it is surrounded, is, practically value- 
less to the Half-breeds, who can get no one 
to purchase, Only four Jand scrips were 
isened at Lesser Slave lake and these were 
returned to be exchanged for cash scrip. 
Were the Jand scrip as easily transferred a3 
the cash scrip it would be worth a great 
deal more thaa the latter.

COMMISSIONERS AT SLAVE LAKE. 


Our correspondent at Lesser Slave 
lake sends the following account of 
the treaty and scrip negotiations 
there : 

The Indian and half-breed com- 
missioners arrived in on the 19th of 
June, eleven days overdue, owing to 
some hiteh in the transportation 
arrangements. Commissioner Ross 
came in over the government road 
and arrived 13 days ahead. His 
presence here assured the natives 
who had gathered at this point that 
the notice to meet here was all right, 
so they waited patiently, with a 
patience not known to white men. 
However, when they did arrive they 
were not long in getting down to 
business. On the afternoon of their 
arrival Commissioners Laird and Ross 
drove to Rocky Point, one mile west 
of the town proper, and decided after 
looking the ground over to hold 
treaty there. The natives were noti- 
fied when to come and on the morrow 
they came headed by Kee-noos-nayoo, 
“ The Fich,” their chief, and his four 
councillors. They had held a council 
and elected their chief and council- 
men previous to the arrival of the 
other commissioners. Mr. Ross paid 
them a visit and urged them to do 
this so as not to delay the proceedings 
when the commission arrived. It was a 
good move, for from the time of the 
commencement of the treaty till the 
last man was paid off, but two days 
by the watch had gone, and at the 
present writing the half-breed com- 
missioners are battling with their end 
of it. Somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 250 persons took treaty, the 
balance are for scrip. What their 
number is, is herd to learn, but it is 
considerably more than those who 
took treaty.

He resumed his seat after 
an invitation to anyone to ask ques- 
tions on anything they did not under- 
stand. Kee-noos-nayoo, ‘“ The Fish,” 
| said he did not understand about the 
| suit of clothes he was to get every 
three years; he wanted to know if the 
clothes were the same as the traders 
sold; if they were, he did not under- 
stand how they would last him that 
long. He was told that the great 
mother provided a good garment for 
her children to wear. This explana- 
tion satisfied him, and he branched 
out in his remarks, spoke about 
| brotherly love, (Commissioner McKen- 
| na, the eastern man on the commis- 
sion, was visably affected) and con- 
cluded his speech by saying that after 
he better understood the terms he 
would be able to say yes or no, and 
stick to it. 

Moostoos, “The Bull,” brother of 
Kee-noos-nayo, spoke well, in fact he 
is acknowledged to be the orator of 
(his people in this country, and he 
lcertainly is. He is a very fluent 
speaker, with a splendid delivery, and 
| holds his subject well in hand. His 
speech went further towards turning 
his people than all the brotherly love 
talk of the chief, and small guff in- 
dulged in by a host of speakers who 
followed 

Wah-pee-nayo, ‘ White Partridge,” 
followed, ‘“‘The Bull.” He is the 
funny man and his remarks are all 
strictly original He quoted Mr. 
Laird as having said that they were 
a!l brothers, well if that was so as he, 
Mr. Laird, was, from his appear- 
ance, the elder, he, White Partridge, 
was the younger, and when the 
younger brother asked for anything 
it was the elder brother’s place to 
grant him what he wanted, so “ 
want hay ground for my cattle, and 
that pair of boots that man on your 
left hand side is wearing. (This was 
Commissioner McKenna, who was 
dressed after the style of a “ Klon- 
diker,” with boots that reach to the 
knees and laced up the front.) 


Mr. Ross followed the Partridge 
and answered all questions and argu- 
ments advanced by the different 
Indian speakers. His argument was 
well received by the people and made 
a splendid impression. They were all 
acquainted with him as he has been 
here sometime and had visited them 
in their lodges. He pointed out the 
advantages derived by the Indians 
| when the country became opened up; 
spoke of the cheapening of goods by 
the government road as it made it 
possible to trade both winter and 
summer, and explained to them that 
competition made fur worth more to 
the hunter, and with the advantages 
spoken of and assistance every year 
from the government, their future 
was very bright indeed, and as long 
as they kept their word, and as long 
as the sun shone and the river ran 
just as sure the government would 
keep theirs. 

The Fish followed Mr. Ross and 
asked his people what they had to 
say. 

Weh-ti-go, “The Cannibal,” stood 
up and spoke briefly but to the point. 
He said he accepted all that had been 
offered with a willing heart. He 
pesonally would try and live up to

his part and hoped his brothers would 
do ashe was doing. He sat down 
and was followed in & similar strain 
by a dozen or two other speakers. 

Father Lacombe spoke at some 
length in Cree and advised them to 
take treaty. He reviewed the differ- 
ent treaties from Winnipeg west and 
north and told of the conditions of 
the Indians before and after the 
treaty and pointed out clearly all the 
benefits to be gained by accepting the 
offer made today. After the Father 
sat down Commissioner Laird asked 
them if they were satisfied to stand 
up. A native named Jerou jom 
to his feet before the interpreter had 
finished speaking and threatened to 
club any man who failed to stand up. 
They all arose amid much laughter. 
Commissioner Laird thanked them 
and told them all to get a ration and 
go home and return next day at three 
o'clock, which they did.

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The second day opened a a short 
speech by Commissioner Laird. After 
thanking the people for being so 
prompt in coming to decision on the 
previous and also for the very 
orderly and fri manner in which 
the peopie had listened to the terms 
offered, he would trouble them once 
more, in order that they may 
thoroughly understand the bargain. 
It had written out and he would 
vead it to them. He started in at this 
point and read word for word the 
terms of the treaty. It was a lengthy 
article, but did not differ very much 
from the terms offered to other tribes 
in the south. There was a lot of 
“ Great-Mother” talk and that kigd 
of thing sandwiched in here and 
there, which is the pure thing for 
landing the Iniians with as they 
don’t differ from their white brothers 
in respect to vanity and conceit. 
However, after they had heard the 
terms read and were asked if they 
had anything to say, a hundred 
and one kicks were registered in as 
many minutes. Some of the objections 
were really fanny, for instance : 


The Partridge has a wife and a 
cow or two and three horses, he is 
about 65 years old and he dosen’t 
believe in work. No person around 
here ever saw him wors, so we take it 
for granted, that he isn’t in love with 
it. Well he wanted a piece of land 
somewhere in the neighborhood of a 
mile square. Another noble red man, 
who had once, long ago, so he sxid, 
visite] Edmonton and saw a wagon 
that he thought was just what he 
wanted on this farm that the “ great 
mother ” was going to have fenced in 
fr him. He wanted to know if his 
elder brother, as he called Commis- 
sioner Laird, was acquainted with 
that particular brand of wagon. The 
commissioner pleaded not guilty, but 
he promised to look into the matter. 


An old tart from the east end of 
the Jake called, Puss-i-quam, or 
“Sound Sleeper,” wanted to know if 
he could not come to some arrange- 
ment with the representatives of the 
great mother to act as the “medicine 
man” for her children that she, the 
“great mother” loved so much, He 
went on to tell what he could do and 
couldn’t do. He painted a beautiful 
word picture of healthy looking bucks 
and fascinating young women and if 
he was appointed, the “great mother” 
would always feel sure that her re- 
presentative Mr. Laird, was a man 
of sound judgment. He gave the 
commissioners, in their turn a bright 
smile, and a word of praise, and was, 
in his own way, a smooth article 
throughout his whole speech. They 
managed to put him on the shelf after 
some sparring, but the future will 
hear from Puss-i-quam or I miss my 
guess. 

Well, Moos-toos at this stage of the 
proceedings rose up and went after 
his people a _mace a 
ve and in a very 
pee sgaeten bal hes silenced. Com- 
missioner Laird spoke and asked the 
chief and his councilmen if they were 
satisfied to come forward and sign. 
They hesitated a little, but finally 
came forward and touched the pen. 
Harrison Young, the secretary, wrote 
their names. All the clergy in this 
section were present. The Catholic 
mission mustered all hands. One 
very praiseworthy point about the com- 
mission was that attempts were made 
to influence them as to where they 
were to hold council. They simply 
used their own judgment and gave 
prestige hunters the go by. 

The second day’s proceedings were 
closed by the “ Fish” having a silver 
medal about the size of a tea saucer 
fastened around his neck and a flag 
with the “great mother’s ” picture on 
it, presented to him. The picture 
was good and looks at its best now. 
After a siege of teepee smoke it will 
represent Moos-toos's wife to a dot, as 
she is dark, fat and sixty. 

On the third day the Indians were 
on hand at 9.30 and got their coin, 
and started in to spread themselves. 
The first real blow out of their lives. 
It was fast and furious and lasted 
about as long as a snow ball in a stove. 
Today, four days after, they are 
around looking for work on the boats, 
but they are all happy and say they 
had a good time. One old Indian 
who. talks a little, said that he was 
“ En-nece-suche,” (wiser) is what he 
meant. I have my doubts, personally 

there is too much “ samoyla-ca- 

tach” (don’t care) about their clothes, 

they also have @ habit of for- 
setting their own faults quickly. 

The half-breed commission are busy 

ng scrip. At the present writing 
erything is working smoothly. The 
aiy commission split up here. Com- 
sioner Laird goes down the river 
from the Crossing, Messrs. Ross and 
\icKenna goes to Dunvegan and St. 
lohn. The up the river outfit are up 
wainst it. As there is mo possiuie 
way for the Indians to live around 
the posts they simply come in in the 
pring with their fur and pitch off 
nto the woods. They are hunters 
and live on moose meat principally, 
nd how they can wait around the 
posts 1s beyond the understanding of 
the different traders who have come 
down from the north this spring. Mr. 
ltoss, we personally know, is a hustler 
of the first water. We formed that 


opinion from the way he acted around 
here. and he won't leave a stone un- 
turned to get them in if they can be 
found, but that is questionable.

hope he can locate them for he 
deserves success. ;

PARLIAMENTARY. 


In the house on Wednesday after- 
noon Mr. Richardson (Lisgar) presented 
a petition signed by 150 Manitoba 
farmers calling upon the members of 
the house to insist by every constitu- 
tional metho! that bills granting sub- 
sidies and favors to inco-porations be 
not passed until the just demands of 
shippers and producers are considered. 

Talk is pretty general in the direc- 
tion of prorogation being reached by 
the 20th inst. The probabilities are 
the debate on the redistribution bill 
may end today. There is nothing like 
ninety degrees in the shade to hasten 
prorogation. 

The Edmonton District Railway 
Co.’s bill to change the name to the 
Edmonton, Yukon & Pacific, passed 
the commons railway committee this 
morning. 

On the 6th the redistribution bill 
wes up for discussion all night, and 
was warmly debated. At 3.25 a m. 
the house divided on the second read- 
ing of the. bill, which was carried by 
77 for to Mbagainst, a majority of 36 
for the goVerntment. It was a straight 
party vote, {with the exception of Mc 
Carthy aid Stubbs, Independents, who 
voted with the governmert. 


EDMONTON TO DEASE RIVER. 


W. Gifford, now of Cobourg, Ont., 
who went into the Dease lake country 
last year by way of Edmonton, writing 
of his trip says : 

In company with Henry and John 
McOoy, late trappers on the Peace 
river for some years, Cayuse Graham, 
of Edmonton, and Frank Henton, 
I went into winter quarters about 13 
miles up the Dease river above Syl- 
vester's Landing and we stayed there 
until February, when Henton went out 
with some men who arrived from the 
Liard. Later in February I also went 
out to Glenora with Dan McCrae, of 
Edmonton, who had come across from 
Grabam ahead of McCoy aad myself. 
There were in all about 20 men near 
Sylvester wintering. Iam unable to 
give you all the names of those who 
wintered there. Here are some of 
them: Jvhuston, of Edmonton; J. 
Lang, A. Winters, “ Black Dan,” Mc- 
Intyre, from near Calgary; Lafferty, 
Louis Fiset, J. Haynes and three 
others; two from Colorado; three 
from Dakota, and others. I heard of 
very little sickness on the Dease, but 
news from the Liard was not so good, 
as we heard thcre were some sick 
there. When I got to Laketon, on 
the Dease lake, I found one man there 
with badly frozen feet. Later in the 
winter when I got to Glenora, on the 
Stickine, I there found a lot of men 
sick with scurvy and an hospital had 
been established in a log shack. There 
were fourteen men there at one time 
down with scurvy. I heard of one 
death from frost, namely, one Mowat, 
on the trail to Teslin lake, and one 
from heart failure on the Deace river. 
This last man was found lying by the 
stove dead, but had provisions. He 
had complained to others some time 
previous of pain in his heart. Almost 
all the men I knew or heard of were 
going to get out of the countryas soon 
as they could. They were nearly all 
too short of provisions to remain and 
were also disgusted with the poor pros- 
pects, as nota man had found any- 
thing that was worth working at 
Sylvester. Flour was $19 per 100 
and all other goods in proportion and 
they were all gone by the end of 
March, so no grub could be got. I 
came out up the Dease, down 
Dease lake, down the Tanzilla 
river to the Stikine, down the Stikine 
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to Wrangel and from there by steamer 
Danube to Victoria. I left Glenora on 
the steamer Casca cn May 28. Was 
laid up in Glenora from March 14 with 
both big toes frozen. Ido not think 
there were many deaths on the trail, 
not more than say six from all causes, 
and I never heard of a suicide. 

Iam coming west again, and would 
like to get up near your country if I 
can. 

My opinion of that trail by the route 
I went is thatitis by no means a 
killing contract, but I do not think it 
the proper way to go to get into either 
Atlin or the Yukon country. In face 
of the more rapid transit now offered 
by Skaguay, etc., any man would be 
foolish to go or attempt to go via Ed- 
monton or Ashcroft, as it is too long 
and too hard work. My opinion is 
fully endorsed by all who have tried 
either trail. 

The climate from Edmonton to 
Dease river and Glenoia in either 
winter or summer is to my idea 
splendid. Of course cold in winter, 
but you do not feel the cold as much 
as in Manitoba nor does it continue so 
long cold at a time.
